TWENTY million pounds is needed to 
bring Northamptonshire's roads up to 
scratch, according to a county politician. 

Cllr Heather Smith, Northamptonshire 
County Council’s cabinet member for 
roads, has said that the ballpark figure 
would go a long way towards fixing the 
highways in Northants. 

Her admission comes with budget pro¬ 
posals in motion to cut the winter mainte¬ 
nance fund by £300,000 - a figure Cllr Smith 
is still fighting. 

The recent cold-snap has seen snow and 
ice on the roads, with potholes developing 
and growing across many of the busiest 
roads. 

Cllr Smith said: “The figure we think to fix 
the roads is around £20million. With the 
snow we had last February, we took around 
£5million out of our reserves to completely 
relay some of the worst damaged roads. 

“We are currently waiting for a report on 
the roads we laid last time, to see if there is 
any damage to them. 

“It needs a lot of money to have an 
impact. The cold weather has been far 
worse than it was last year and the council 
simply has not got the sort of money it 
needs lying around in their reserves. 

“The winter maintenance budget is 
something I am still fighting for.” 

Liberal Democrat leader Cllr Brendan 
Glynane has called the budget cuts ‘sheer 


madness’ and fears that rural villages could 
be cut off in icy conditions. 

He said: “Following the recent cold spell it 
is sheer madness to cut the gritting pro¬ 
gramme, but perhaps the Conservative 
County Council is counting on global 
warming to give us a milder winter next 
year. 

“Budget proposals put forward by the 
Conservative Administration at County 


Hall includes a cut of £300,000 in the winter 
maintenance budget. This means a reduc¬ 
tion in the gritting programme from 43 per 
cent of roads being treated down to 34 per 
cent. 

“It is proposed to ‘localise’ the delivery of 
winter services in many areas by increasing 
the number of grit bins provided and 
encouraging local communities ‘to help 
themselves.’”

Study favours a ‘cultural heart’ for town 


WELCOME to Northampton -

A new study looking into the 
future of the town has 
suggested that culture should be 
‘at the heart of the planning and 
development agenda.’

“The regeneration of the town 
centre is a chance to build on 
these assets, creating a town 
centre that blends heritage with 
cutting edge culture. 

“It proposes several investment 
opportunities, a number of which 
are longer term and aspirational, 
however, the plan has already 
helped guide some activities 
including the new market square 
lighting programme.”

Vital road will be a 
key part of growth

WORK has started on a multi¬ 
million pound road which will 
eventually form part of an 
orbital route to the west of 
Northampton. 

Northamptonshire County 
Council has started work on the 
Sandy Lane Improvement North 
road - a crucial infrastructure 
component for the future strate¬ 
gic growth development to the 
west of Northampton. 

The county council, the Homes 
and Communities Agency (HCA) 
and West Northamptonshire 
Development Corporation 
(WNDC) have all combined their 
resources to take forward the £7.2 
million project. 

Cllr Heather Smith, county 
council cabinet member for envi¬ 
ronment, growth and transport, 
said: “We’re delighted that work 


has now started on this very 
important project which is 
instrumental to the growth and 
development of this part of 
Northamptonshire. 

“The existing Sandy Lane car¬ 
ries approximately 7,500 vehicles 
a day. It is a narrow road used by 
lorries and unsuitable for the 
level of existing traffic. This is an 
excellent example of what can be 
achieved in partnership.” 

Anthony Sowden, team leader 
for the HCA, said: “The Sandy 
Lane Improvement North is a key 
piece of road infrastructure for 
Northampton, which combined 
with other recent strategic invest¬ 
ment in the area, will help to 
deliver future growth and regen¬ 
eration in the town.” 

Chris Garden, WNDC’s director 
of regeneration and develop¬ 
ment, said: “This project is just 
the latest in a series of major 
improvements to the south west 


of Northampton. Multi million 
pound investment has already 
been made in state of the art 
flood defences at Upton as well as 
new roads such as Upton Valley 
Way North. It’s all part of WNDC’s 
pledge to ensure that growing 
communities are well connected 
and able to thrive.” 

The development, which has 
been contracted out to Carillion 
Civil Engineering, involves the 
construction of a 1.8km single 
carriageway between the A428 
Harlestone Road and Berrywood 
Road and will run to the west of 
the existing Sandy Lane. 

The scheme includes the con¬ 
struction of two roundabouts, 
one at the northern end of the 
A428 and a double mini-round¬ 
about at the southern end. 

It is planned that the route will 
connect with the Sandy Lane 
Relief Road and is scheduled to 
take 11 months to complete. 


MP’s consultation to give the community a voice 


RESIDENTS will get a say in the future of a pub in 
Goldings when their MP knocks on their door. 

Sally Keeble, MP for Northampton North, will be 
launching a consultation document on the future 
of a former public house in one of the most disad¬ 
vantaged estates in her constituency tomorrow. 

She will be starting outside the former Silver 
Horse Pub in Prentice Court to go door-to-door to 
find out what people want on the land. 

Previously, residents had said that they wanted a 
community facility. However, the options current¬ 
ly put forward for the site by the council do not 
include such facilities. 

Mrs Keeble said: “There is a desperate need to 
improve the amenities and resources in Goldings 
and the surrounding estates. 

“A survey some time ago showed that people 


could not access facilities elsewhere in the eastern 
district or the rest of the town. The lack of facilities 
is felt most acutely by young people in the area. 

“The options put forward by the council could 
be adapted to include some community facility - 
for example commercial development or housing 
could include some provision to meet communi¬ 
ty needs. 

“But the community voice needs to be heard - 
which is what this consultation is all about.” 

Martin De Rosario, community activist said: “I 
want the council to listen to the community and 
give the community what the people want. 

“There needs to be a much better consultation 
rather than the haphazard way the council has 
attempted to engage with the people in Goldings 
recently.”

Grief over death 
of ‘caring Nicola’

THE family of Nicola de Sousa 
have paid tribute to the ‘car¬ 
ing, intelligent, fun-loving 
girl’ who was found dead at 
her home in Northampton. 

Police were called to an 
address in Oakley Street, The 
Mounts, at around 7.10pm on 
Friday, February 12 where the 
body of 31-year-old Nicola was 
recovered. 

Steven Tewell, 42, was arrest¬ 
ed and charged with murder. 
He appeared at Crown Court 
on Tuesday where he did not 


make a bail application and 
was remanded in custody. 

In a statement to the media, 
Ms de Sousa’s family said: “We 
will all miss Nicola very much. 
She always used to make time 
to come to see us and often 
stayed with us over the week¬ 
ends. 

“Nicola was a caring, intelli¬ 
gent, fun-loving girl who was 
an extremely family-oriented 
person. 

“She had a special presence 
about her and brought a lot of 
joy and laughter to our lives. 

“She had a happy childhood 
and grew up in the family 


home in Northampton with 
her mum, dad and younger 
sister. 

“Nicola was a girl who had 
dreams and ambitions, a cre¬ 
ative and artistic individual 
who proved to be a budding 
photographer and artist and 
was always trying to better 
herself. She deserved a chance 
in life and we are devastated by 
her tragic death.” 

A post mortem examination 
took place at Leicester Royal 
Infirmary on Saturday and 
officers are awaiting further 
test results before the cause of 
death is confirmed.

School under fire 
in Ofsted report

WESTON Favell School has been 
placed in Special Measures just a 
month after telling councillors it 
was improving. 

Schools watchdog Ofsted gave 
the school the lowest possible 
score for their capacity to sustain 
improvement and overall effec¬ 
tiveness when they inspected in 
late 2009. 

During this time, Weston Favell 
School was fighting off an 
attempt by Northamptonshire 
County Council to make it an 
academy - a measure the council 
is still looking to instigate. 

The Ofsted report also criticised 
the ‘considerable variation in the 
quality of teaching.’ 

The report said: ‘The identifica¬ 
tion of those with special educa¬ 
tional needs and/or disabilities is 
not secure and the school recog¬ 
nises this, so their needs are not 
provided for well enough in the 
classroom. 

‘Teachers’ marking often fails to 
explain the next steps in learning. 

‘Some lessons are good, with 
teachers effectively engaging and 
motivating students. 

‘However, teaching and the use 
of assessment are inadequate in 
too many lessons. 


‘The failure of the school to 
provide a satisfactory education 
means that the majority of stu¬ 
dents do not attain the compe¬ 
tency in basic skills that would 
prepare them adequately for the 
future.’ 

Headteacher Alun Rees said: 
“The inspectors commented on 
the unsettled nature of the school 
at the time of the inspection and 
the level of uncertainty about the 
future. 

“The school is well aware of its 
shortcomings and the further 
improvements that still need to 
be made.” 

Cllr Andrew Grant, cabinet 
member for children and young 
people, said: “The evidence we 
have from our own analysis, the 


intelligence we have from the 
National Challenge programme 
and now the verdict from Ofsted 
clearly demonstrates that the 
school does not have the capacity 
to secure rapid and sustainable 
improvement. This corroborates 
the position that we adopted in 
proposing an academy solution 
at Weston Favell School. 

“No one would wish to detract 
from the achievements of pupils 
at the school last year but it is 
now very clear that this improve¬ 
ment would not have been possi¬ 
ble without the concerted efforts 
of a wide range of improvement 
partners - local, regional and 
national. 

“We remain committed to an 
academy solution.” 


Concern raised after salt stocks start to run low 


NORTHAMPTONSHIRE County 
Council has one week’s worth of 
salt left to grit the roads. 

If bad weather hits like it did 
before Christmas then in the 
words of cabinet member for 
roads, Cllr Heather Smith, they 
would be in a ‘real mess’. 

This is why Cllr Smith is keen 
for the East Midlands region to 
take control of its salt levels and 
not rely on the Government’s 
Salt Cell which steps in during 
bad weather and decides where 
and how much salt should be 
distributed. 

This idea will be raised on 
March 2, at True Grit - a summit 
to debate what lessons can be 
learnt from why some local 
authorities were better prepared 
than others when the snow fell. 

Cllr Smith said: “Like all coun¬ 
ty councils we were badly affect¬ 
ed by what happened by the salt 


shortages. We learnt a lot of les¬ 
sons after February 2009 and 
increased our salt levels to 
11,500 tons. 

“When the recent bad weather 
came between Christmas and 
the New Year we kept the salt 
levels up. We managed our salt 
levels well while other authori¬ 
ties went down to zero. 

“We have enough salt for one 
week of bad weather and after 
that we will be in a mess and 
we are only halfway through 
February.” 

Cllr Smith said while the coun¬ 
cil had got things right it was 
penalised by seeing salt it 
should have received being 
diverted to other authorities 
who had been poorly prepared. 

To make its salt stock go fur¬ 
ther and last longer, the council 
gritted the roads with a 50-50 
mix of grit and sand. 


The True Grit conference in 
Silverstone next month will be 
attended by local authorities 
from the East Midlands along 
with the RAC, Department of 
Transport, National Union of 
Farmers, the transport associa¬ 
tion and a representative from 
the Government’s SALT cell. 

Cllr Smith said: “We want to 
see what we can all learn and 
stop this happening again. 

“My objective out of this is for 
the East Midlands as a region to 
take control. 

“We can buy salt from abroad 
as we have a contract in place. 

“I think councils should be 
criticised who did not manage 
their salt properly. 

“What we are saying is let us 
control it (the salt) as a region. 

“We knew we had done it prop¬ 
erly and in the end we got 
penalised.”

FORMER FI World Champion 
Damon Hill has expressed his 
disappointment at the £5 
million redevelopment work at 
Silverstone. 

The President of the British 
Racing Drivers’ Club (BRDC) 
believes the money spent on the 
new ‘Arena Complex’ could have 
been used more efficiently. 

The 1996 World Champion said: 
“If you’re asking me to say it’s fan¬ 
tastic, I’m afraid I am not going to 
do that. 

“I am not satisfied that we will 
be providing the best facility we 
could. 

“More money goes out of the 
sport than comes in. It means we 
have to be as tight as a duck’s 
backside. We need every penny to 
survive. You end up having to do 
things you don’t want to - it’s very 
frustrating.” 

Hill’s comments came just days 
after an announcement from the 
circuit that the new layout was 
given the go-ahead by FI bosses 
to be used for this year’s British 
Grand Prix. 

Richard Phillips, managing 
director of Silverstone Circuits 
Limited, said: “The new sections 


of circuit were initially brought in 
to comply with MotoGP safety 
regulations, but the ‘Arena 
Complex’ was always designed 
with both two and four-wheeled 
racing in mind. 

“We have been very careful, 
working closely with drivers and 
riders, to make sure we are 
improving and enhancing what 
Silverstone already has to offer 
from a drivers, riders and specta¬ 
tors point of view. 

“Some will miss not seeing 
modern day FI cars accelerating 


through Bridge, but we have to 
move with the times and contin¬ 
ue looking at ways to improve the 
overall experience. 

“The new layout will bring an 
extra dimension to Silverstone, a 
new challenge for the drivers, 
and will enable fans to get closer 
to the action. 

“We have a very exciting year 
ahead of us, with FI, MotoGP and 
World Superbikes all coming to 
Silverstone, and I can’t wait to see 
how the drivers and riders tackle 
the new circuit.” 


PM given 1,000 signature development petition

the town. 

Parliamentary candidates Cllr

Government’s enforcement of 
growth targets for Northampton. 

Petition organiser Cllr Simpson 


said: “We have said all along that 
the Government is wrong to 
impose this level of housing 
developments on our town. 

“The new housing numbers 
would mean the loss of valuable 
green field sites around 
Northampton and put an unac¬ 
ceptable strain on already over¬ 
burdened roads, schools, health¬ 
care and other public services. 

“Local people should decide on 
the level of housing needed for 
Northampton rather than targets 


be imposed on us from the 
Government.” 

Cllr Varnsverry said: “Most peo¬ 
ple accept that we need more 
new homes particularly starter 
homes for first time buyers and 
affordable housing for families 
but development must be 
planned carefully with all neces¬ 
sary infrastructure roads, 
schools, medical centres and 
community facilities - in place 
either before or at the early stages 
of construction.”

Jamie clocks how 
alued to the show 


MY Zinc Bed is the latest offering in 
Royal & Derngate’s Addiction season and 
follows the successful run of End of the 
Rainbow.

THE definition of acting for 
Jamie Parker is getting people to 
forget the clock when they are 
watching a play. 

He admitted his answer could 
sound a bit pretentious but he 
believed it was the most honest 
one he could give. 

He said: “For me it is forgetting 
the clock and in that way it is 
cathartic. 

“I think everyone who has a 
good experience at the theatre 
says something like ‘that has 
flown by’. 

“A lot of people gripe about the 
length of a play or a film but I 
don’t think the length really 
matters. 

“As long as you can keep the 
spell in the air then the clock 
doesn’t exist.” 

The actor, who has appeared in 
the film version of the History 
Boys and alongside Tom Cruise in 
Valkyrie, is looking forward to 
treading the boards at the Royal 
Theatre in David Hare’s play My 
Zinc Bed from Friday, February 26 
to Saturday, March 13. 

Jamie got the acting buzz when 
he was 14 years old and appeared 
in an amateur production of 
Oliver Twist.

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Vehicles seized 
in clampdown 
on rogue traders 

NINETY vehicles were stopped in 
a two-day mission as part of 
Operation Rogue Trader. 

The aim was to find criminals 
suspected of involvement in tar¬ 
geting the elderly or vulnerable in 
a variety of offences including 
rogue doorstep trading, which is 
linked to distraction burglary, and 
other types of doorstep crime. 

Northampton police, alongside 
partner agencies, stopped the 
vehicles during a the exercise in 
Northampton. 

The first day of action took place 
on February 6 on the A43 at 
Towcester, with the second on 
February 9 on the A43 at 
Thopeville in the morning and 
the Bedford Road in the 
afternoon. 

Police seized two vehicles and 
issued 11 immediate prohibitions 
for mechanical defects. Inspector 
Andy Hall from the Operations 
Tactical Unit, said: “We would like 
to reassure the public that we will 
be targeting those criminals who 
convince vulnerable people that 
they need work carrying out, 
charge them over the odds for it 
and steal from them.” 

The Doorstep Crime Action 
Network aims to give advice to 
vulnerable people who may be 
targeted by rogue traders.

The opportunistic Dickson put Saints 
back in front on the stroke of half time. 
He fed Juandre Kruger but the second 
row tackled close to the line. However, 
Kruger had the foresight to quickly 
knock the ball back for the former 
Falcons man to dot down. 

The conversion went begging but 
Myler made no mistake with his second 


penalty of the afternoon six minutes 
into the second half. Gopperth also kept 
Newcastle in touch with another kick of 
his own. 

But on 65 minutes Kruger was again 
the set-up man as he offloaded for 
Ashton to race over for his second of the 
game, and fifth against the Falcons this 
season, with fellow former rugby league 
man Myler adding the extras. 

Dickson heaped praise on the 
Northampton forward following the 
win, saying: “The forward pack were 
phenomenal again.

the prolific winger now has 18 tries in 21 
games for Northampton Saints this 
season, with two of those coming in 
Saturday’s 25-13 win at home to 
Newcastle Falcons.

However, with Wessels having played 
his early county cricket on a student 
visa and van der Wath not having a 
work permit when he toured with 
South Africa A in 2006, Northants were 
told in arbitration that they would not 
be able to take it to a full appeal. 

“We were told by our lawyers that we 
had a good case as we felt the reasons 
they were not allowed to stay were 
fairly technical,” said the Northants 
Cricket chief executive. 

“We were disappointed as the 
arbitration is a two step process and 
we fell at the first hurdle. But we’ve got 
to get on with it now and look towards 
finding replacements, particularly a 
fast bowler.” 

Van der Wath has been with

Northants since 2007, taking 50 
wickets at just over 24 apiece in the 
County Championship last year. He 
also proved prolific with the bat in the 
lower order, particularly in limited 
overs cricket. 

Wessels first moved to the County 
Ground in 2004 when his father, 
Kepler, was head coach. He made his 
debut the following season, going on 
to score 3,350 runs in 72 appearances 
and claiming 153 victims behind the 
stumps. 

Wicketkeeper batsman Wessels was 
originally aiming to claim British 
citizenship on residency grounds, but 
has not been able to at present due to 
spending too much time outside the 
country early in his career. 

However, Tagg believes he may 
return one day, saying: “I think it’s 


something he still wants to do. He 
won’t be back for us in 2010, but 
hopefully he will get leave to remain. 

“Unfortunately he has not been able 
to get his passport as quickly as he 
would have liked.” 

The priority for Northants now is to 
recruit a new pace bowler to replace 
van der Wath and it is highly likely that 
they will look overseas. 

However, the search has been 
complicated by the number of 
international tours and competitions 
being played this year. 

But even if they are forced to use 
more than one overseas player 
throughout the season, Tagg is 
confident that the Steelbacks will find 
a suitable candidate. 

He said: “David Capel has been fairly 
pragmatic and has been looking for 
alternatives. The luxury with Johan 
was that we had him for the whole 
season. 

“Owing to the amount of 
international tournaments this year 
we may have to have two this year. 
Other counties have gone for a 
Twenty20 specialist and then someone 
to play in the four day competition. 

“We would love to have 11 English 
players, but in terms of fast bowlers 
there’s not that many players around. 
Chris Tremlett was available for a 
short time, but he was snapped up, 
and you could argue Matthew 
Hoggard was also an option.” 

Tagg also confirmed that the budget 
is there to sign another batsman, but 
that is unlikely with the signings of 
Mai Loye and Paul Harrison over the 
winter, coupled with the return of 
David Sales from injury.
